Interesting Events: 

February 2003 — An individual ingested malathion in an apparent suicide attempt at a private 
resident and was brought to the emergency room of a hospital. Toxic fumes were being emitted 
from the individual’s body, which caused the hospital to evacuate and seal part of the 
emergency room, in addition to being closed to incoming ambulance, for several hours. A 
hazardous materials medical team was called to the hospital to treat the victim. Four other 
individuals who were in the residence were observed at the hospital as a precaution due to 
exposure to the fumes.
